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Clean air plan 
‘reasonable’ 


Industries may avoid 
expensive monitoring 


‘SPRINGFIELD — The latest 
state plan to implement federal 
pollution-reduction requirements 
could mean more sophisticated 
monitoring for industries. 

« But it’s unlikely that plants in 
Madison County will have to 
install expensive multimillion- 
dollar pollution-control systems 
as.in the past, said Sid Marder, 
the environmental director for 
the Illinois State Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Marder praised the Illinois 
Environmental Protection Agen- 
Se which submits an annual 
state plan to the federal govern- 
ment for approval, for ‘‘doing a 
good job of wanting to do this in 
a reasonable and cost-effective 


way: ‘ 
. a spend probably 93 percent 
of*tmy time negotiating with the 
2A, and by the time we have 
official adoption we’ve worked 
out-.agreements,” Marder said, 
“Because of continuing air pol- 
jltition, concerns in the Metro 
‘East; he. said, the state plan to 
meet. federal Clean Air Act 
Seimrements might mean some 
additional expense for industry. 
Depending on the results of a 
‘computer study still under way, 
Marder said, local firms such as 
{Shell= Oil Co. and Olin Corp., 
‘which previously could simply 
submit records on discharges 
into: the air, ‘now may require 
‘eontinuous emission monitor- 


ing.” 

TE ogulations requiring devices 
totrack air emissions from the 
‘plants could be proposed in a 


year or so, Marder said. 

The devices typically cost 
from $500,000 to $1 million per 
plant, he said. 

The federal Clean Air Act 
requires areas that don’t meet 
air pollution reduction standards 
to have plans that would mean 
at least a 15 percent reduction 
each year. 

The major industrial sources 
in Madison County will also 
“have to go through a whole new 
permitting process in about a 
year or so, but it won't involve 
any new control technology but 
rather increase record-keeping 
and monitoring,” Marder said. 

A thick report on air pollution 
sources was recently prepared 
by Shell Oil Co. for its Wood 
River Manufacturing Complex in 
Rexane a.company spokesman 
said. 

‘The report is required by the 
IEPA as part of the state's new 
annual implementation lan, 
Shell spokesman Dave McKinney 
said. 

McKinney said the firm has 
three environmental staffers 
working full time on the report. 

Shell has modified some of its 
manufacturing processes and 
installed additional equipment to 
reduce emissions. 

The IEPA information-gather- 
ing is part of the state’s plan to 
meet a federal requirement that 
ozone pollution levels be reduced 
by 15 percent by 1996 in the Met- 
ro East area, including Madison 
County.

-“Aurecent spate of vicious attacks has 
‘Madison County Sheriff Bob Churchich 
reconsidering threats to pull some depu- 
ties’ off the street to staff the overcrowd- 
ed.county jail. 

‘swith people getting their throats 
slashed and their heads bashed in and 
‘more and more people building houses in 
‘unincorporated areas, I just can’t afford 
to_take any more deputies off the street,” 
Churchich said Wednesday. 

{But earlier in the week, Churchich indi- 
@ated to county officials he was consider- 
itfg faking deputies off patrol duty to help 


keep an eye on inmates at the county jail, 
built to house 158 prisoners but frequently 
overcrowded by as many as 40 or 50. 

A consultant's report released last week 
concluded that Churchich needs at least 
11 more guards at the jail. 

But on Wednesday, the sheriff said the 
recent attack on 87-year-old Irwin Dollin- 
ger and his 69-year-old companion, Ber- 
nice Boda, and the earlier mugging and 
beating of a Granite City attorney less 
than 100 yards from the courthouse con- 
vinced -him it would be unwise to take 
deputies off the streets for the sake of jail 


security. 

“] really need some more guys to work 
in the jail, there’s no doubt about it. It’s 
busting at the seams. But I just can’t do 
it, not with the way things are headed out 
there,” Churchich said. 

Dollinger and Boda had their throats 
slashed and were beaten over the head 
with heavy objects. Dollinger later died; 
Boda remains hospitalized. 

‘An Alton youth and an 18-year-old 
Edwardsville man have since been 
charged in the case.

“This is a request to change one thing and 
that’s the population requirements,”’ said 
board member Dick Worthen of Alton, 
sponsor of the resolution. 

Under state law, a county must have at 
least 275,000 residents before the County 
Beard can‘assume the duties of a health 
board. The smaller counties are requiredo 
appoint a Board of Health comprised of 
doctors, nurses, other health-care 
proféssionals and a few County Board 
members. 

Worthen said he wants the population 
requirement dropped to 240,000 so Madison

County can qualify. The county has about 
249,000 residents. 

“This will give us more oversight and that 
is the only reason to do it,’” Worthen said.

The board approved Worthen’s resolution 
without discussion. 


The board has approved putting the 
decision to form a health department on the 
ballot for voters in the spring, but 11,590 
signatures of registered voters on petitions 
are needed first. 

If signatures are rounded up, 
voters ll be asked to approve a new 
property tax of up to 10 cents per $100 
assessed valuation to fund a health 
department. 

Madison County is the largest county in 
Illinois without a health department. 


Worthen said he has discussed the 
proposed statute change with local 
legislators but bills have not been 
introduced.

Madison County property owners will probably pay slightly high- 
er taxes to the county next year to help finance county highway 
and bridge projects. 

Under a proposal expected to go before the County Board this 
week, the overall county property tax rate would increase from 85 
cents per $100 assessed valuation to about 88 cents. AS 

The proposed hike would cost the owner of a $60,000 house'|” ” 
assessed at one-third market value about $5.80 a year in additional 
taxes. 

Officials said the 3-cent increase in the overall rate is a result of 
pushing the county highway tax from its current level of 7.74 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation to its 10-cent legal limit. 

In addition, the bridge tax would be raised from 2.97 cents to its 
legal limit of 5 cents and the matching fund tax would be 
increased from” 4.58 cents to 5 cents. 

None of those rates can be raised beyond their legal limits 
without voter approval. 

A number of other county tax rates would be decreased slightly 
to keep the overall rate increase at 3 cents, officials said.

reading ‘graphic novels’ '

Holy graphic novels, Batman! 
Comics are not just for kids any- 
more, and they're not just for 
male readers, either. 

Just ask Garrie Reinhardt and 
Erica Moorlethen, who work at 
Fantasy IV Books in Belleville. 
Both are 21, and both collect 
comics. 

Reinhardt, who has worked at 
the shop for about eight months, 
became interested in comics” 
about 10 years ago. She started 
reading books from her brother’s 
collection, and then found out 
where he bought them. 

“‘My mother took me, and so I 
started picking up my own com- 
ies,’ she said. ‘It was good 
because I eet caught in the front 
wave of this new popularity. I 
still collect about 20 titles.”” 

Moorlethen, who recently mar- 
ried and has worked about two 
months at Fantasy Books, said 
she got interested in comics 
from reading her husband’s 
books. Eventually, she liked 
them so much she started buy- 
ing her own. 

Customers range in age from 
12 to 31, Reinhardt said, and 
many customers come ‘from 
Scott Air Force Base. 

Reinhardt said the changes 
she has witnessed in comics in 
the last 10 years are amazing. 

Fantasy Books has comics fill- 
ing a shelf stretching across the 
side wall. Reinhardt said more 
and more new titles and new 
companies are coming out all 
the time. 


In the past, it was always DC 
and Marvel comics, the two 
behemoth companies that have 
been slugging it out for years 
and cornering the market. 

Comics are becoming so 
geared toward adults that many 
children cannot read them now, 
Moorlethen said. 

Many books are labeled for 
adult readers, and more are 
using the term ‘‘graphic novels,” 
which may be a more accurate 
descriptions. The stories and art- 
work in today’s comics are 
much like a storyboard for a 
movie; ‘‘scenes”’ flip from close- 
ups to pan angles. 


‘The oldest comics date back 
more than 50 years, including 
the well-known superheroes 
Superman, Batman and Wonder 
Woman. World War II was the 
Golden Age of Comics, when 
children were looking for a hero 
to save them from the Nazis. 
The number of titles exploded. 

Moorlethen said she wishes 
kids could still buy comics for a 
quarter, because now the prices 
are too much for even adults to 
buy, more than a few. 

in the 1950s, the public began 
to fear that comics were too vio- 
lent and gruesome for kids, and 
strict comics codes were 
enforced. Good guys had to be 
good guys, and characters were 
not allowed ambiguity. 

Batman, who had started out 
as a dark, disturbed character 
with a psycho murderer for a 


nemesis, turned to solying the 
Joker’s new gimmicks and trick 
crimes each month with the help 
of the smiling Boy Wonder. 
Eventually they wound up on TV 
with Adam West and Burt Ward 
and flashes of “‘Bam,” ‘‘Pow!"’ 
and ‘Zock!’’ between punches. 

Comics are violent and grue- 
some again, Reinhardt said. The 
most popular title is Spawn, 
which is full of blood and mur- 
der. 

Moorlethen said she would 
rather not see such books avail- 
able for children. Some good 
comics are available with reli- 
gious themes, but they are only 
available at. religious book 
stores, she said. 

“One day recently a woman 
came in and said she was bring- 
ing the book back because she 
didn’t want her child reading 
it,’ Moorlethen said. 

In the 1960s, comics came on 
strong again with Marvel, led by 
Stan Lee’s Spiderman, Incredible 
Hulk, Fantastic Four and Cap- 
tain America, and the era 
became known as the Silver Age 
of comics. Reinhardt said the 
Marvel mutant titles such as 
X-Men still are wildly popular 
today. _

neighborhood produce market 

was thriving on the east side of 
Detroit, Michigan. Frank's Market, 
as it was known at the time, was a 
family business, owned and 
operated by Frank Sherr. Offering 
24-hour-a-day shopping, the 
market provided a friendly 
atmosphere, combined with 
reasonable prices and a thorough 
knowledge of the products. 
People rode the streetcars, drove 
or walked to Frank's. They liked 
the place and those who worked 
there. It was just as busy at 2am 
as it was at 2 pm. 


Frank's was acquired by General 
Host Corporation in 1983 and 
today boasts nearly 300 stores in 
17 states, from Missouri to 
Massachusetts and Minnesota to 
Florida. Additionally, the com- 
pany presently owns 49.5% of the 
Sunbelt Nursery Group. Frank's 
plans to complete the acquisition 
of the remaining 50.5% in the near 
future. When this transaction is 
complete, it will bring the storé 
count to nearly 400, making 
Frank's truly a national chain. " 


Frank's headquarters is located 
in Detroit, a scant three miles 
from the site of the very first 
store. 


A partnership was later formed 
between Sherr and his niece's 
husband, Max Weinberg. It was a 
decision that would ultimately 
lead to the birth of Frank's

that first one. Back then there was 
no upgraded employee training, 
no computers to help with inven- 
tory and pricing, and certainly no 
modern satellite communications 
system. 


In 1950, a lady customer came in 
and changed the nature of the 
business entirely. She complained 
about the high price of coffee, and 
then turned around and cheerfully 
paid 79¢ for a potted geranium. 
Weinberg, never one to let an 
opportunity pass by, decided to 
focus his attention on plants and 
other nursery items. It wasn’t long 
before their sales surpassed those 
of groceries, and the name of the 
operation was changed. Frank's 
Market gave way to Frank's 
Nursery. 


But the Frank's stores of today 
share the same criteria that was 
initiated by Weinberg back in the 
old days. Friendly service, afford- 
able prices, and knowledgeable 
personnel. 


Max Weinberg wouldn't have 
wanted it any other way. Neither 
would Frank. mate 

Alter Sherr passed away, his 
son, L.W., teamed with Weinberg. 
Together they continued to 
expand the business, opening 
several additional stores. They 
never forgot the warm, friendly 
family atmosphere of the early 
produce market, and they 
maintained that environment in 
their new venture.
